THE ENEMIES OF ORDER.

People all over the Pacific coast, if 
net all over the Union, are falling inte 
a growing contempt fer the law and 
the courts. The writer was in Sacra- 
mento last week and saw a man knock 
nis diverced wife down and shoot ber 
with a revelver. Men there expressed 
themselves as perfectly willing and 
ready te take him eut and 
hang him without further  cere- 
mony. They say that no ene can 
tell how many murders ef different 
shades of flagrancy have been com- 
mitted since a man was hanged, and 
many feel that it is impessible to get 
a case through the different gauutlets 
each one has to run, and secure final 
justice to criminals. Bets are taken 
freely that Troy Dye and Anderson 
will not swing. It will net surprise 
us in the least to hear at any 
time ef Judge Lynch being con- 
sulted in Sacramento, if there are 
any more men killed there. The 
chances are that in the present condi- 
tion of public sentiment there, some 
honest man whe kills another in self- 
defence will be strung up before he 
has a chance to clear himself. The 
courts are to blame for such a state of 
affairs, The judges entertain all serts 
ef objections and quibbles that crafty 
and shrewd lawyers can raise, and the 
only thing needed is plenty of money 
to hire brains enough to pick up all 
the points to save the most deserving 
neck from the neose.
